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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 47 to 52 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 41-46. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after 
allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 41-42, 46-48 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mazzocchi et al (6,605,102). 

Mazzocchi et al teach an apparatus and method for forming a medical device for trapping 
particles in bodily fluids, comprising a male mandrel (376) and a female die (372) forming a 
cavity for forming an expandable cover (270) for trapping solid entrained in a fluid, such as 
emboli in a patient's blood stream, wherein the mandrel (376) capable for deforming the tubular 
braid to shape the metal fabric into a desired shape (col. 24, lines 27-40). 
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In regard to claims 42 and 48, Mazzocchi et al disclose electric heaters (col. 1, lines 37- 
47) at both ends of the material clamping means inside the mold cavity for heating the molding 
material (20). 

In regard to claims 46 and 52, the apparatus is capable of cold molding the material into 
an expandable device (80) at different temperature depending on the material, whether the 
material has been preheated, the desired properties of the material in the finished products and 
other operating factors or product desired properties, and that the mold could be heated or not. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 43-45 and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mazzocchi et al (6,605,102). 

In regard to claims 43 and 49, Mazzocchi et al disclose that the mandrel having a first 
end and a second end and a curved section connecting the two ends (Fig. 16, 378, 378). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the applicant's invention was 
made to modify Mazzocchi et al by replacing the curved section by a tapered section in order to 
form a product having tapered shape corresponding to the desired shape of the product. 

In regard to claims 44-45 and 50-51, Mazzocchi et al disclose that the mandrel and die 
having recesses, or channels (375, 379) at the center of one end, for receiving an end of the braid 
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and a guidewire (col. 24, line 56 to col. 25, line 3), which is equivalent to the pin and two clamps 
(15) received in the recess for maintaining the tubing material within the molding die (Fig. 7). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 41-52 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
